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Boom Plus Squeeze 

The United States News summed up the dilemma 
ol the railroads when it said, "They are experiencing a 
boom in business, accompanied by a squeeze on profits 
that is throwing many into the red." 

It is a simple story, and the facts and figures tell 
It Traffic is exceeding all previous peacetime levels, for 
both freight and passengers. But the cost of handling 
that business has soared. Wage boosts are expected to 
add $080,000,000 ' to this year's operating expense. Pay- 
roll taxes will be $40,800,000 higher, and will total 
900,000,000 more next year. The cost of all supplies is 
far above prewar figures. What this all adds up to is 
that It costs about 50 per cent more to run the rail- 
roads than in 1939. 

By comparison, rates are almost unchanged. In 
3939, a dollar moved one ton of freight 103 miles. To- 
day that same dollar moves that same ton of freight 
100 miles, which means that freight service costs only 
three per cent more than it did seven long years ago. 
And the colt of passenger service is only around seven 
per cent higher. 

Thit it why the railroads have petitioned the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for moderate rate in- 
creases which would represent the minimum necessary 
to keep them going and to improve their facilities. In 
the words of the New York Times, "The present sit- 
uation Is one that .... can be corrected only by the 
ICC, which is charged by Congress with the duty of 
establishing rates that will provide a sound transporta- 
tion system. An early decision by that body is needed 
to remove some of the uncertainties of future railroad 
operations and give management the confidence it needs 
for carrying out essential expansion and improvement) it adopted more attractive and sanitary display and

An American Story 

We tend to forget the fact that "big business" 
was "little business" a few years ago. The true American 
story is the chronicle of people succeeding, prospering 
and developing through their own efforts. 

The history of one of the country's principal 
chain grocery systems, the Safeway Company, is a case 
in point. Its importance lies In the fact that the history 
of most successful American enterprise is essentially 
the same. 

In 1915, a man opened a hole-in-the-wall grocery 
store in the West. Little by tittle, as his resources per- 
mitted, he started additional stores. In 1926, he merged 
with another system operating in California. In 1931, 
still another merger, this time with a Pacific North- 
west chain, took place. And the business, in response to 
public demand for its service, continued to grow.

Blind Man li Convicted of 

First Difrtt Manslaunhtir 

OKLAHOMA CITY, OKLA.- 
Orbie T. Guthrie, 42-year-old blind 
furniture merchant, was convicted 
of flr.ct degree manslaughter In the 
shootmg of Mrs. Elizabeth Hinds, 
his former mother-in-law. 

Prosecution officials said they 
weie unable to find any record of a 
blind man having been tried for 
murder in the state. The case was 
complicated further by the fact that 
a blind person — Guthrie's for- 
mer wife— was the only witness to 
the shooting. 

The jury returned its verdict 
without recommendation, leaving 
to District Judge Lucius Babcock 
the severity of Guthrie's sentence, 
which may vary from a minimum 
penalty of four years to a maximum 
of life in prison.

BALTIMORE. — Accidental dis- 
covery of what It termed on entirely 
new method of radio reception, in 
which broadcast waves ore picked 
up through a tiny strip of frigid 
metal without use of tubes, elec- 
tric current, antenna or condens^ 
ers, was announced by Johns Hop- 
kins university. 

The university said programs had 
been heard clearly through a piece 
of columbium nitride smaller than I 
a common pin and made super- 1 
'conductive by lowering its temper- 
ature to about 435 degrees below 
iero (fahrenhelt). 

Dr. Donald H. Andrews, profes- 
sor of chemistry at Johns Hopkins 
and co-discoverer of the new broad- 
cast reception method, aald there 
was no way of telling Just what the 
strip's commercial possibilities 
were. .He said extensive research 
'still was being carried on, 

Costs Tenth of Cent 
i He laid the tiny strip of colum- 
bium needed cost less than one- 
tenth of a cent, that it was attached 
so about a penny's worth of copper, 
and that It presented a new and un- 
usual refrigeration problem, but one 
he hoped would not prove serious. 
Dr. Andrews said reception from 
the tiny strip of metal "is as clear 
as most ordinary radios" and when 
it was hooked up to the regulation 
public address system needed to 
amplify, "It overloaded the speak- 
er." 

Unofficial sources close to the uni- 
versity and the experiment, said the 
discovery might open the way to 
revolutionizing of trans-ocean and 
other long distance radio sending 
and receiving because of the treat- 
ed metal's great potentialities for 
sensitivity to wave impulses. 

The discovery came about, the 
university said in a special an- 
nouncement, during a course of ex- 
periments being carried out by Dr. 
Andrews and Dr. Chester Clark of 
the university staff. 

They were carrying on research 
upon the infra red ray bolometer, a 
device developed at Johns Hopkins 
during the war for "seeing" objects 
In the dark, using a strip of super- 
conducting metal. 

Pieks Up Program. 
At one point In the experiments 
Dr. Andrews noted a battery was 
running low, so he turned off the 
heating coil which governs the ex- 
tremely sensitive point at which the 
columbium nitride strip in the bolo- 
meter Is made sensitive to infra 
red rays. 

The temperature of the bolometer 
fell to approximately 435 degrees 
below zero because of liquid hydro- 
gen encasing it. 

A loudspeaker had been con- 
nected to the circuit because it is 
often useful to observe effects by 
audible rather than visual means, 
the university explained. 

The bolometer is a copper mount- 
ing about an inch in diameter, con- 
taining a threadlike ribbon of colum- 
.' - bium nitride, from which extend 

Cro wire leads. This is the detect- 
g device which replaces the entire 
Tadio frequency side of the present 
day receiving set, the university ex- 
plained. 

With the two scientists at the time 
was Miss Peggy McEwan, labora- 
tory technician. All three were 
astounded, the university said, 
when the loudspeaker began to Is- 
sue the program being broadcast by 
a local station (WBAL). 

Further experiments showed that 
programs from other wave lengths 
from that of WBAL could be picked 
up easily.

Atomic Aircraft Englno It 

Being Dovolopid by Army 

WASHINGTON.-Army air force 
scientists have made such progress 
in an atomic aircraft engine that 
a development contract has been 
awarded a large airplane company. 

The corporation is carrying on ex- 
perimental work but there has been 
no indication when the engine wilt 
reach the test stage, It will re- 
semble the rocket-type power plant. 

The scientists admit that their 
toughest problem is providing a 
shield to protect the crew from the 
deadly atomic rays. 

They are trying to overcome this 
by encasing the engine in lead. This 
would be unnecessary if the engine 
were used in pilotlcss aircraft or 
guided missiles. 

Atomic warheads for guided mis- 
siles also are on the experimental 
line as part of the AAF's $300,000,000 
research and development program 
for 1046-47. The AAF plans to ask 
for $347,507,000 for research during 
1947-48. 



BERLIN. — The Nazi government 
for unexplained reasons hushed up 
the story of a German "blucbeard" 
who confessed 53 sex killings and 
died in a Vienna prison in 1944, per- 
haps from the effects of the Nazis' 
medical experiments, secret police 
files disclosed. 

The voluminous story was uncov- 
ered by a German newspaper man 
who obtained access to the six by 
four and a half foot bookshelf In 
criminal police headquarters which 
was required to hold the secret file 
of Bruno Lucdtkc, who said he had 
killed the 53 persons with knife, 
club and noose in a 20-year sex-mad 
career. 

Luedtke, a dark beetle-browed la- 
borer, acknowledged crimes exceed- 
ing even those of the Frenchman, 
Dr. Petiot, who was sentenced to 
death for 49 wartime slayings which 
the Nazis highly publicized. 

Born April 3, 1901, at suburban 
Koepenick, Luedtke said he com- 
mitted his first four murders at the 
age of 16 and finally was arrested 
as a suspect in the January 23, 1943, 
murder and rape of a modest Ber- 
lin widow. 

Confronted by a list of similar 
unsolved crimes, he blandly con- 
fessed, "Yes, I not only committed 
this murder but many of them — 
about 90. Practically all were wom- 
en. Only when forced to do so did 
I also kill their husbands." 

He gave police his complete "mur- 
der calendar" and accurately re- 
enacted the crimes at the scenes. 
His confessions showed he had killed 
at least one person every year' ex- 
cept 1927. All but four were women. 

Some of his vlctms he attacked 
in the woods or fields, but usually 
he had trapped them in their homes 
after carefully plotting the crime, 
and If he encountered the husband 
he killed him ton, 



Conditions lor Increased 

Farm Imports Aro Favorable 

WASHINGTON .-A U. S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce report said that 
conditions for Increased imports, 
particularly in competitive farm 
products, are more favorable than at 
any time in a century. 

Prepared by the chamber's agri- 
culture committee, the statement 
said it is possible that such products 
as butter may be imported from Eu- 
rope before the shortage there is al- 
leviated, in order to provide Euro- 
pean purchasing power for other 
commodities. 

The committee cited a report, 
whose source it did not give, that 
Holland exporters recently arranged 
for a shipment of potatoes to Brazil 
when potatoes were awaiting ship- 
ment to Europe from this country. 
It also noted that Scotch whisky, 
and Holland beer; "both made from 
grains, are being sent to the United 
States." 

The government's supported prices 
for farm products "may attract im- 
ports," the committee added.

CUMBERLAND, MD. — Mrs. 
Goldic Boggs, 32, has the divorce 
she sought, convinced that she had 
made a mistake in chopping wood 
and carrying ashes while her hus- 
band slept through the day. 

She told the Alleghany county cir- 
cuit court that she had done the 
chores habitually so that her hus- 
band could look fresh and at his 
best and "get ahead," but that she 
learned from a detective she had 
hired that 32-year-old Boggs, far 
from working every night, often 
"stepped out." 

Mrs, Boggs was awarded $80 a 
month maintenance for herself and 
a child.

CHICAGO. — Inability to find an- 
other home after a six-month search 
was blamed for the suicide of Mrs.

Vaccine Checks Flu Epidemic 
Wartime development of the effee- 
tlve influenza vaccine averted the 
possibility of a major "influenza 1 
epidemic. The epidemic of 1918 
struck five hundred million people, of 
whom about fifteen mitliin died. 
There were half a million fatali- 
ties in the United States alone. The 
destruction of human life by influen- 
ia within a four-month period ex- 
ceeded American losses during the 
four years of World War II. 



Forest Cull 

The measured cull from the first 
clear cutting on the Upper Penin- 
sula experimental forest at Dukes, 
Mich., was 33 per cent of the gross 
volume. This figure -has run to 
as high as 45 or 50 per cent in very 
defective old - growth stands in 
which sugar maple has predom- 
inated. Cull varies considerably 
over relatively short distances in 
the forest.

Myth of Large, 
Whiskered Russ 

Now Debunked 

Find Americans as Race Are 

Much Larger; Popular 

Idea All Wrong. 

MOSCOW. — The once popular 
conception of the Hussinn as a huge 
man with o long black beard and 
high boots hns been debunked nu- 
merous times, but the Image still 
exists In the minds of many Amer- 
icans. 

The Russans nre not a big peo- 
ple. They always comment on the 
size of Americans. As a race, 
Americans arc much larger. 

Russian men like to wear boots 
and the Russian cap, of cloth'orfur. 
They do not like hots, * 

In summertime, thousands of 
Russians wear little gay-colored 
skull caps, but the plain blue serge 
cap always is in style. In winter 
this often is chonged to • caracul 
cap. 

Women's hats here, like every- 
where else, are unpredictable. 
They range from somber plain 
blacks to feathery explosions of col- 
or. In winter, many Russians, par- 
ticularly women from the country, 
wear shawls over their heads and 
in summer a handkerchief. But 
there is brisk trade in modern head- 
gear. 

Like Gay Ties, 
One distinguishing feature of 
men's suits is the Russian pref- 
erence for short coats. The Rus- 
sians also like gay ties and a large 
loose knot. Stripes are In vogue, 
and a rainbow model gets many 
admiring glances. 

Because of the large amount of 
rain and snow, rubbers and galoshes 
I are seen on millions of feet. The 
I ancient valcnki, or felt boot, still 
is popular, even In the cities, espe- 
cially in cold weather. 

Taking into exception that there 
wasn't much for the consumer dur- 
ing the war. Russian girls and wom- 
en dress about like American and 
English women. 

High heels generally are pre- 
ferred. Lipstick is used, but not 
much cheek rouge. Complexions 
here usually arc rcol and blooming. 
Women operate the men's barber 
shops and the beauty shops, which 
are plentiful and always busy. 

For entertainment, the city Rus- 
sian has the theater and a very 
good one at that. He has movies, 
concerts of every kind, public lec- 
tures, clubs, dances, restaurants 
and a lot of sport. 

The theater is extremely popular 
and there are practically no empty 
seats. The some goes for the 
movies. 

There are no night clubs as such, 
but many restaurants have floor 
entertainment and dance orches- 
tras. These restaurants are tremen- 
dously popular. 

Most Popular Drink. 
There are bars and pubs, too. 
One spacious and resplendent one 
on one of Moscow's main streets is 
called "Koktail Zal." Wine is the 
most popular drink, with vodka, the 
national liquor, perhaps next and 
then beer. 

Most of all, the Russian likes to 
drink tea. They drink it by the 
gallons. Talk and tea has been a 
national pastime for generations. 

Thousands upon thousands of Rus- 
sians go to church regularly on Sat- 
urday night and Sunday morning. 
Churches arc always packed. 

The Russians are great readers. 
Newspapers and magazines play 
an important rote in their daily life. 
All papers could print thousands of 
more copies. 

Much of the Russian housewife's 
day is spent in shopping. She must 
go to the ration store, the open mar- 
ket store or the peasant market, all 
some distance from one another. 
This takes time — and money. The 
Russian man and boy works. When 
they come home they expect a good 
meal. 

Russians like to talk and argue 
and tell stories.
